Queenstown, Sept. 16.—The Cunard line 
Steamer Aurania, from New York, Sept. 6, 
for Liverpool, which was reported off the 
south coast of Ireland, disabled and in tow, 
arrived here at 2 o'clock this morning. 

The Captain of the Aurania reports that 

the crank shaft broke at 9:30 p. m. on Sept. 
13. At 5:15 o clock on the following erening; 
while the steamer was 110 miles west of 
e Fastnet, the British steamer Marino, Cap- 
tain Webster, from Montreal for London, 
sighted the Aurania and took it in tow. 
All on board the Aurania are well. The 
sea was calm during its passage and no un- 
usual incidents, with the exception of the 
breaking of the shaft,/are to be record d. 

The Aurania will wait here for the arrival 
of a tug, which will tow it to Liverpool. All 
the passengers will be landed at this port. 

As the Aurania, in tow of the British 
Steamer Marino, was entering the harbor on 
arrival here this morning the steamer Glen- 
more, outward-bound, passed between the 
two steamers and severed the towline. The 
broken hawser became entwined in the pro-

16.—It transpires that a 
painful scene in the Hofburg 
Chapel last night when the body of the late 
Empress arrived. The Emperor was pros- 
trated with grief. Upon arriving at the 
chapel his Majesty became almost uncon- 
scious from the intensity of his emotions. 
Many of those present wept in sympathy. 

On the casket in the chapel today were 
four wreaths sent by the children and grand- 
children of the dead Empress, while many 
other floral offerings were upon the walls of 
the chapel. At the head of the casket were 
the imperial crown, the coronet of an Arch- 
duchess, and the jeweled orders of the late 
Empress. At the foot of the casket were a 
black fan and a pair of white gloves. Life 
Guardsmen were stationed at each corner of 
the catafalque. 
There was a steady procession of people 

until the church was closed at 5 o'clock, 
among them Prince Albert of Belgium and 
other personages of high rank. Even after 
the doors were closed thousands remained 
outside. 

The Presidents of both Houses of the Aus- 
trian and Hungarian Parliaments deposited 
wreaths near the casket. 

After the blessing of the body Emperor 
Francis Joseph knelt down and repeatedly 
kissed the coffin. He asked the maids of 
honor whether her Majesty suffered Wan. 
They replied that she did not.

There- 
upon he enlarged his views and decided to 
place the island under American control 
until such time as a firm and stable gov- 
ernment can be assured to it. Before that 
time comes it will be Americanized and 
there is no question but that ultimately it 
must become a part of the United States 
to be governed as the conditions and cir- 
cumstances require. 1 
After Spain had sued for peace and the 
two countries had signed the protocol the 
President's ideas were still further enlarged. 
At first he had no intention of 
retaining more than a coaling station in the 
Philippine Islands. To protect this 1 
would be necessary also to occupy the forti- 
fied position at Cavite. The step from this 
to the occupation of Manila City and Bay 
was an easy one, and the logical conse- 
quence of this step was the determination 
to retain the Island of Luzon. Meanwhile 
the sentiment of the country has rapidly 
been tending towards the necessity of hold- 
ing all the islands, and the logic of the 
situation has pointed in the same direc- 
tion. The President has kept his finger 
on the public pulse and he has clearly recog- 
nized the popular demand not only that 
Spain shall be ejected from its colonial pos- 
sessions but that something better than 
its rule shall be substituted. The instruc- 
tions he is said to have given to the com- 
missioners show that at last he has reached 
a correct conclusion as to the disposition 
that should be made of the Philippines. 
No one will blame him for being slow in 
arriving at this conclusion. It was not 
a question he could settle on the spur 
of the moment. He had to hear both sides 
of the question and act as a judge, listening 
to the arguments before giving instruc- 
tions to the jury. The people of the United 
States, with the exception of a few pes- 
tiferous mugwumps, will applaud the de- 
cision which he has made. 
To insist upon the retention of all the 
Philippine Islands was the safest, best, 
and most logical position he could take. To 
have stopped with a coaling station or one 
city or one island even would have been 
merely to invite grave future trouble for 
this country. We are now in a position 
to take these islands. It will be better 
for this country and it will be better fur 
the natives of the Philippines. It will be 
a policy in the interest of peace, of national 
safety, and of American commerce. If 
these islands were given back to Spain, 
Germany, France, and Great Britain would 
make an instant grab for them, and in 
all human probability a terrible war would 
be the outcome. Impotent, bankrupt Spain 
could not hold them now even against 
Aguinaldo and his insurgents, much less 
against the European powers. Every con- 
sideration of national pride, national safe- 
ty, and national honor compels their re- 
tention, and a failure to place them under 
our control and keep the American flag

It makes one shud- 
der to think what might have been the con- 
sequences if any of the crowded troop trans- 
ports had encountered such a storm as has 
just swept over the Windward group of the 
Lesser Antilles. This hurricane did fright- 
ful execution, chiefly in the British Islands 
of St. Vincent, St. Lucia, and Barbadoes.’ 
It is estimated that 300 lives were lost in St. 
Vineent alone, and that 20,000 people were 
rendered, homeless. Dozens and scores of 
deaths are reported from the neighboring 
islands, so that it is believed the total 
castalties pill exceed 400 killed and 40,000 
homeless. The storm was accompanied by 
a tidal wave, a deluge of raih, and numerous 
landslides, It demolished buildings of all 
sises and swept numerous vessels to destruc- 
tion on the coast. It was entirely within the 
range of possibility that such a storm might 
have visited Santiago de Cuba while our 
troops were landing or embarking there, as 
that coast is subjgct to these West India ter- 
rors in August as well as during the autumn. 
These storms of the tropics, the most deadly 
of all storms, have a quite well defined 
track and not infrequently come 
up the Atlantic coast or across the United 
States, gradually losing their fury as they 
expand on the advance. A weather expert 
can usually forecast their coming, and their 
lineal progtess is slow enough for a fast 
steamer to get out of their track.

The prompt- 
ness with which he set out for Fashoda 
with an army, and the rigid order by which 
he forbade a single newspaper co d- 
ent to accompany the expedition, certainly 
augur but poorly for a peaceful meeting be- 
tween the British and French forces. It 
is how known that the French soldiers at 
Fashoda constitute the African expedition 
under Major Marchand, and that the 
French government was advised of Mar- 
chand’s presence e British stamping 
grounds long before Kitchener or the out- 
side world was aware at it. 3 
It there was previously any doubt about 
the hostile intent of the French expedition, 
it is dissipated by the later news that Mar- 
chand is assisted by 10,000 Abysesinians 
under Emperor Menelek’s chief General. 
It appears that the Frenchmen have also 
been taking a hand at fighting the dervishes, 
having driven them out of Fashoda with the 
aid of some Sengalese soldiers, killing a 
hundred of the Mahdists. They are now 
undoubtedly intrenched and prepared to 
hold their slice of the Soudanese territory 
against the rival conquerors, the British. 
The actions and attitude of both General 
Kitchener and Major Marchand indicat 
that they have fighting orders. 122 
The African situation today, so far as the 
French and British are concerned, greatly 
resembles the situation on the North Amer- 
ican continent during the time of the so- 
called French and Indian wars, The 
French at that time were extending their 
possessions through Canada and along the 
lakes westward, while the British were 
claiming and settling the Atlantic sea- 
board, north and south. Both were bent on 
gaining and holding the mastery in the in- 
terior and on controlling the whole conti- 
nent. It was a titanic struggle, and it 
lasted two centuries, with the final and 
complete overthrow of the Latin race. Now 
the same kind of historic drama is being 
repeated in Africa. The French are bent 
on seizing and holding a wide belt east and 
west across the continent, from the Niger 
country on the Atlantic to some point on 
the Red Sea. The British are equally de- 
termined to complete an unbroken stretch 
of territory running the whole length of the 
continent, north and south, from Egypt to 
Cape Colony. There is still an unallotted 
region where these two belts must cross, 
and Fashoda is at its center. | 
The gravity of the present situation there- 
fore arises not from any value that may | 
attach to Fashoda but from the fact that 
two great national projects here come into 
natural and deadly conflict. If the British 
complete their strip of territory and build 
their transcontinental railway along the 
east coast of Africa, then the French will 
be shut out from their coveted and neces- 
sary port on the Red Sea or the Indian 
Ocean. If the French complete their trans- 
verse belt, then the British right of way will 
be broken and the British commercial plans 
defeated. One nation or the other must 
give up a cherished project, and it will hard- 
ly be the British. If the French Major and 
his Abyssinian allies refuse to clear the

THE ALTGELD FINANCIAL RECORD. 

Tue TRIBUNR has already given publica- 
tion to the principal portion of the speech 
delivered by Governor Tanner in opening 
the campaign at Golconda on Thursday last. 
The portion which is likely to attract the 
widest attention is that in which he com- 
pares the financial record of Altgeld’s ad- 
ministration with that of his immediate | 
predecessor—Governor Fifer—and exposes 
the causes of the deficiency in the State 
Treasury at the close of the former. On 
these points the showing made by Governor 
Tanner was especially strong and worthy 
of consideration by the people of the whole 
State without regard to party. 

According to the figures presented by 
Governor Tanner, based upon the official 
reports, there was a cash balance belong- 
ing to the revenue fund in the State 
Treasury when Governor Fifer entered 
upon his official term in January, 1889, 
amounting to $2,822,570. Four years later, 
when he transferred the Governorship to 
Altgeld, this sum had been increased to 
$2,752,384—an increase of $420,764. The 
‘appropriations made during Fifer’s term 
aggregated $11,774,389, while the actual ex- 
penditures amounted to $10,822,632. The 
receipts during the same time aggregated 
$11,252,396, the difference between this 
sum and the expenditures showing the in- 
crease in the revenue fund already men- 
tioned. The tax levies for this period were 
respectively 38 cents on the $100 in 1880; 
36 cents in 1890; 33 cents in 1891, and 
81 cents in 1892—showing a steady decline 
from year to year. 44 

When Altgeld came into office, the ap- 
propriations remaining undrawn for the sup- 
port of the State government to the close 
of the fiscal year (Sept. 30 following) 
amounted to $1,683,429, to meet which, as 
already shown, there was $2,752,334—leav- 
ing an excess, after all the appropriations | 
were drawn, even without any additional 
receipts, of $1,068,905, It was with this 
clear surplus in the treasury, therefore, 
that Altgeld assumed the Governorship. 

The condition of affairs at the close of 
the Altgeld administration was stated 
the Governor as follows: ae 


Four years passed, when the account books in 
the Auditor’s office developed the startling truth 
that Democratie economy and Altgeld business 
methods had failed to provide as much revenue 
as had been expended by $2,508,204.48, and that 
there remained in the Treasury $168,089.92 to pay 
appropriations of 61.909.

‘Resignation of Gomez—Attitude of His 
Soldiers Toward Cuba’s Future Des- 


It would not be strange, nor so im- 


‘portant as somegthink, if General Gomez 
had resigned. Indeed, it would be possible 


to secure the foremost place in the minds of 

the Cubans as the one unyielding champion 
of independence, since the delegates from 
the army are about to elect a President 
again. If Gomez had concluded that there 
could be no more fighting, and that as a 
mere General of a disbanded army he would 
lapse into unimportance, it would be quite 
‘consistent with the most patriotic and un- 
selfish character for him to seek, in order 
to urge his beliefs more effectively, the 
highest civil position in the Cuban organ- 
ization, to that he might in his own person 
embody the desires of Cuba for an inde- 
pendent government at once. 

But while this course would be natural 
and honorable for Gomez, if he sincerely be- 
lieves that the Cubans ought not to assent 
to any American occupation and authority, 
because it would involve extinction of the 
so-called government of the Cuban repub- 
lic, it does not follow that the Cuban in- 
habitants who are not in the insurgent 
ranks will agree with him. A great many 
of them, Tt is known, believe that a*strong 
and stable American government is the only 
one that can give peace to the island, se- 
curity for property, and the essentials of 
freedom without prolonged and vindictive 
warfare between Spanish residents and 
Cubans. It is even probgble that a majority 
of the actual soldiers in the various insur- 
gent bands may Have the same belief: The 
fact is that those who seek the welfare,of 
the Cuban population can hardly have any 

er opimion. After years of the most 
vage warfare between Spaniards and 
Cubans, it would be obviously impossible for 
a government by either to maintain abso- 
lutely impart justice or to avoid acts 
which would produce constant reprisals and 
violent outbreaks. 

Some of the shrewdest correspondents who 
have visited Cuba during the insurrection 
have represented that Gomez intended such 
a government that white immigrants, espe- 
clally from the United States, should be as 
far as possible shut out, prevented from ac- 
quiring property, and debgrred from gain- 
ing Influence in the government pro : 
If he thus preferred another Hayti to a 
civilized and prosperous country it can be 
understood why his opposition to American 
rule should be irreconcilable. That some 
of the insurgents in arms may have the 
same idea is also coneeivable. But it is 
not conceivable that the great majority of 
Cubans who live by industry or trade 
should deliberately refuse an opportunity 
of peace and settled government, advancing 
wages tor workers, ample capital for res- 
toration of devastated estates, towns, and 
railroads, and a greater prosperity than 
Cuba has ever known. Without tie strong 
and stable government which the United 
States alone can give at present, the island 
may still be devastated for years by fight- 
ing between Cubans and Spaniards, its in- 
dustries must still be crippled by dis- 
turbance and ufecertainty, its estates wasted 
for want of capital, and its future quite as 
doubtful as it is now. re 
General Gomez will probably find that 
these considerations sway the action of a 
large share of Als supporters. Even of the 
fnsurgent soldiers in the eastern part of 
the island, a great proportion have already 
disbanded and either accepted service under 
General Lawton or returned to their homes 
to resume peaceful industry with a pros- 
pect that it will not be disturbed. There 
is no other sensible course for the rest of 
the men Gomez has commanded. A con- 
siderable proportion of them could undoubt- 
edly obtain r lar service, rations, and 
pay as United States soldiers in the work 
of restoring and maintaining peace in the 
island. | 
United Fates. They cannot convince this 
country of their fitness for self-government 
by pursuing a course which, if not madly 
vindictive, would be at least madly suicidal. 
Until peace has been fully restored the mili- 
tary authority of the United States must 
of necessity be maintained. The elements 
which contribute most to speedy restoration 
of peace and establishment of the authority 
of the United States will assuredly stand 
best with that authority, and have the best 
opportunities in any future that may. be 
opened.—New York Tribune. 


Ah Expensive, Useless Plan. 

Chicago doesn't need a new charter 80 
much as it needs honesty among its o 
and discrimination among its voters. 

The proposal of Alderman Alling to have 
a constitutional convention called for the 
purpose of givihg the city a new charter 
and making it independent of the Legisla- 
ture in the matter of street railway fran- 
chises would probably lead to reforms tor 
some abuses, but it would entail enormous 
effort and expense, and could not guarantee 
permanent political benefits. 

The trouble is not with charters and con- 
stitutions so much as with men, There is 
no way to relieve the community of the ne- 
cessity of watching its officials and taking 
care of its property. It must, under any 
form of organic law possible to this country, 
exercise constant vigilance and constant 


udgment. 
a The people of Chicago had little to fear 
from the Legtslature’s interference with 
franchises until the Legislature discovered 
it could blackmail the street railway corpo- 
rations. The remedy for that is the election 
ot an honest Legislature. The existing city 
charter is a workable one, yet under it the 
public streets have been shamelessly sold for 
bribes. The remedy for that is the election 
of an honest Council. That is not impossible. 
As a result of the need of a good Council, a 
need made imperative by the existence of 
the Allen law, we appear to have a better 
Aldermanic body now than we have had for 
A great many years. 

After we had saddled on the taxpayers 
of the State the enormous expensg of a con- 
stitutional convention and secured a con- 
solidated city and county government, a 
ynunicipal legislature of consolidated thieves 
could rob the people as merrily as before. 

There was no popular demand for Alder- 
man Alling’s resolution, and few persons 
seemed to feel any immediate need of the 
remedy he proposed. The people can get 
along ander the present laws if they can get 


along at all.—Chicago Journal.

The State department gave out this item 
,of news as a routine matter and it has ap- 
parently attracted small attention. Yet is 
it not in reality the statement of an epoch- 
making event? Does it not directly entail 
consequences of the most farreaching char- 
acter? Dées it not mark the end of our 
era of isolation, the beginning of our era of 
active and conspicuous participation in the 
rolitics and policies of the family of civiliged 
rations from which we have hitherto striven 
to hold aloof? 

Less than six months ago our interest in 
Europe and Europe's interest us were 
general, not particular. Then came the 
Spanish war—to drive one more European 
nation from this continent and, as it was 
generally supposed, to isolate us still fur- 
ther. We had not been at war ten days 
when this delusion of further severance from 
world politics was blown to atoms by the 
shells from Dewey’s guns. 

The Czar’s ference is purely for the dis- 
id problems and politics. Six 
months ago he would have inyited us a 
matter of courtesy, but would have antici- 
pated our probable declination. What did 
We care politically whether Europe was con- 
vulsed over questions oft Eastern Heimi- 
sphere frontiers? Today the Czar invites 
us and expects us to accept. And we do 
accept, not after long hesitation, but prompt- 
‘ly and as a matter of course. | 
In its quiet, brief announcement the State 
has officially informed the 
world that hereafter Europe cannot reckon 
well ‘without taking us into account: that 
we are a world power, with a mighty sword 
to toss, if we will, into the scales of world 
adjustments.—_New York World.

Europe’s Story Down to Date. | 
The Historical Development of Modern 
6 Burope, from the Congress of Vienna to 
‘ the Present Time. By Charles M. An- 
drews. Vol. II. G. P. Putnam's Sons. 
Professor Charles M. Andrews of Bryn 
Mawr College has just completed his com- 
‘pact and admirable constitutional history 
of continental Europe, the first volume of 
which appeared a year or two ago. That 
volume brought the story of the various 
European powers down to 1848 or 1850, and 
the new volume continues it down to the 


n entirely new lines. 


The work is done 
It is not a critical history, but a simple, 


straightfo rd, swift-flowing narrative 
of actual changes and evolutions in the gov- 
ernments of Europe, and the causes thereof. 
It is not a group of isolated histories of dis- 
tinct countries, but a comprehensive state- 
ment of great historfcal movements, euch 
movement being carried to its conclusion in 
all the countries before passing to the next. 
The result is a remarkably clear and under- 
standable presentation of the recent history 
and present day politics of all Europe. 

Railways and telegraph lines were scarce- 
ly more than an experiment in 1850. Scien- 
tifically organized armies were unknown. 
The breech-loading rifle had not been in- 
vented, nor the Armstrong cannon, while 
armored battleships, torpedoes, and rapid- 
fire guns were undreamed of. The increase 
of wealth and concentration of capital now 
so familiar had scarcely begun. Even the 
practice of resorting to public credit as a 
source of revenue by the states of Europe 
did not become general until after the revo- 
lution of 1848. It is not strange, then, chat 
this period, which saw the advent of all these 
and a thousand other inventions shouid have 
a kaleidoscopic political history among the 
seething and jostling peoples of Europe. 

Professor Andrews traces only the great 
movements in each state which affected the 
whole of Europe. He thus simplifies the tan- 
gled mass and weaves the innumerable 
strands into a close and tangible fabi ie. 
The first movement that he treats in this 
volume is the rise of the second empire in 
France. Then follows the story of the Cri- 
mean war. United Italy, the rise of Prus- 
sia, and the establishment of the dual mon- 
archy in Austria-Hungary each furnish in- 
teresting topics. The last five chapters deal 
with the leading continental powers, bring- 
ing the history of each down to the present 
year.

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY’S LETTER | 


(Copyright, 1898, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. } 
Attention throughout the civilized world 
will be centered today upon the funeral pa- 
geant at Vienna, where taking into consid- 
eration the emotional character of the people, 
the tragic death of the Empress, the 
supremely pathetic spectacle presented by 
the sorely stricken Emperor, and the im- 
pressive majesty and solemnity with which 
functions of this kind are conducted in the 
Austrian capital, the scene presented will be 
in every sense of the word unique. It will 
be a scene never to be forgotten by those who 
have the opportunity of witnessing it. 
Emperor William's presence is natural. 
For he is deeply attached to the good old 
Emperor of Austria. But Ido not think that 
Elizabeth would have relished the idea of 
his figuring as one of the chief mourners at 
her obsequies. For she cordially disliked 
him, partly on account of his unfilial con- 
duct towards his father, whom she much ad- 
mired, and partly, too, by reason of his 
quarrel with Crown Prince Rudolph. 
For every one at the courts of Berlin and 
Vienna know well that in spite of William’s 
' Invariable references to Rudolph as his dear- 
est and most intimate friend, they were not 
on speaking terms with one another during 
the two years which preceded the tragedy 
of Meyerling: | 
Empress Elizabeth made a point of absent- 
ing herself from Vienna and from Pesth 
whenever Emperor William visited her hus- 
band, leaving one of the Archduchesses to 
do the honors in her stead, even when he was 
accompanied by his consort, and her action 
was rendered all the more marked by the 
fact that when the present Czar and Czarina 
paid their memorable visit to Vienna, she 
purposely returned to the capital to welcome 
them and was most kind and cordial to the 
young Czarina. | | 


| 

King Humbert, by the by, has done wisely 
in reconsidering his determination of going 
to Vienna to take part in the funeral. His 
presence at the obsequies might have led 
to some untoward and unfortunate demon- 
stration. For all the traditional and heredi- 
tary hatred on the part of the Austro-Hun- 
garian for the Italians has been recalled into 
lite by the circumstance that the assassin 
of the Empress was a native of Italy, and I 
for one should not wonder if the condition 
of popular feeling resulting from the crime 
were not to bring about a rupture of the 
alliance between Austria andItaly. 

The Empress disliked King Humbert even 
more than she did Emperor William. She 
looked upon him and upon the reigning house 
of Italy not only as the despoilers of her 
favorite sister, the ex-Queen of Naples, but | 
likewise as the foes of that Catholic Church 
of which she was so devoted a daughter. 

King Humbert, besides occupying the 
throne of Naples, which his father had 
wrested from her sister and her brother-in- 
law, likewise retains possession of the large 
private fortune of the royal house of Naples, 
owing to which Queen Sophia was often re- 
duced to financial straits until the death of 
her mother restored her to affluence. 

Empress Elisabeth on more than one occa- 
sion gave more or less public testimony of 
her sentiments with regard to King Hum- 
bert and Queen Marguerite by going to Rome 
to visit the Pope, and spending several days 
in the Bternal City without going near the 
Quirinal, ignoring in fact both King Hum 
bert and Queen Marguerite as if they had

I should be disposed to scepticism with ova 
gard to the dispatches from Madrid, wh 
describe the Queen Regent as being over- 
whelmed with grief in consequence of the 
murder of the Empress. For there has never 
been any kindly feeling between that branch 
ofthe houseof Hapsburg to which the Queen 
Régent ‘belongs and the late Empress. 

In fact, Archduchess Elizabeth, the mother 
of the Queen Regent, was precisely one of 
the leaders of the species of boycott to which 
the Empress was subjected by the imperial 
family, and by the aristocracy of Austria |.

curious and interesting to note, as one can in 
this connected story, how much Bismarck 
had to do with the criginal causes of many 
present evils, such as the Mussulman rots 
in Crete, for instance. 
When Bismarck created united Germany in 
1871 and made that empire the head and 
arbiter of the whole new European 
he and his Emperor were 
both alive to the necessity of main- 
taining peace. The first thing to do was 
to isolate France, so that it could not take 
revenge for Sedan. After that the next step 
was to make all central Europe, with Ger- 
many at the head, the guardian of the peace, 
Here began the heavy armament of Europe 
under which the nations groan today, and 
from which even the Czar cannot save them. 
Here began that accursed form of the East- 
ern question, which has made the Armenian 
and Cretan massacres possible, and which 
has kept a weak and murderous Sultan on 
a propped-up throne to the present hour, 
— 


Note Professor Andrews’ terse explanation 
of the birth of the triple alliance. Imme- 
diately upon Bismarck’s appointment as 
Chancellor of the new German Empire, he 
began making friendly advances to Aus- 
tria in order to draw that power away from 
France. By degrees he succeeded. The 
alliance of the three Emperors,’ including 
the Czar, continued to hold water up to the 
time when Russia punished Turkey for the 
Bashi Bazouk outrages, only to be eucnred 
by Bismarck out of all its Turkish con- 
quests in the treaty of Berlin in 1876. This 
brought down the hostility of all the Slavs. 
It was then that Bismarck proposed that 
Austria and Germany bind themselves to- 
gether more firmly by a formal treaty of 
alliance, as a protection against possible 
Russian aggression. In 1879 the two powers 
signed a secret treaty of mutual defense. 
The dual alliance thus formed became a 
triple alliance with the admission of Italy 
in 1882. It was a sorry day for Itaiy when 
it took umbrage at some twist in the French 
colonial policy and joined that Germanic 
alliance, but it was a further triumph for 
Bismarck. He had done what he set out to 
do—isolated France and made himself head 
guardian of the peace of Europe. 

The Cretan struggle is traced down to the 
present year, showing how unmistakably 
the present Mussulman riots are due to the 
murderous fanaticism of the Sultan, and 
how the Sultan’s continued power of op- 
pression is in turn the result of Bismarek 

ponderous machinery for an armed peacé. 
And now there have come other changes

European powers toward the Turk is now 
determined by their interests in China and 
Africa rather than in Europe, and in con- 
sequence the final settlement of the Eastern 
question seems to be indefinitely postponed.
